The Wert aad Rediseribation 


Tt {s altogether probable that, even before the present issue of this paper 
reaches its readets, tho Dominion Parliament will be dissolved and writs 
issued for a new Parliament whose legal span of life will run until 1927 
unless, because of some exceptional circumstance, it is deemed advisable 
to consult the people before that year. ; 

In compliance with the terms of the constitution of Canada a census 
of the population was taken in the month of June last, It {s also provided 
by the constitution that upon the compfetion of such census the represen- 
tation of the several Provinces in the House of Commons shall be readjust- 
ed in such manner as to give to each, Province equality of representation 
based on population such readjusted representation to become effective upon 
the termination of the then existing Parliament. : 

It ts admitted by all people in Canada, from Premier Meighen down, 
that that portion of Canada west of the Great Lakes will be shown to be 
entitled to a larger representation than it now enjoys, and the fact {s equally 
well recognized that Canada east of tha Creat Lakes will not be entitled 
to quite as many representatives as It now has. 

Nevertheless, alihough it would. require onty a few months more to 
compile ahd tabulate the 1921 figures.of population and thus make possible 
an early and fair readjustment of the representation of the Provinces in tho 
House Parliament is hastily dissolved, although no new or 
sudden issue has arisen, and writs for q new Parllament issued which will 
result in Canada for the next five years being governed by a THlouse of Com- 
mons which is not truly representative of the country. 

The actton taken may be constitutional within the strict meaning of the 
law, but it seems a violation of the spirit of the constitution, Yet it is not 
the first time this has happened in Canada. In fact ever since the popwa- 
tion of the West began°to Increase so rapidly, while the population of On- 
tario and the Maritime Provinces failed to keep pace with Quebec’s in- 
crease in population, there has been.a tendency at Ottawa to precipitate 
general elections in the year of the census taking right on the eve of redis- 
tribution but before making it effective, 

Let us take a historical glanee back over the past thirty years and the 
lust, thtee census enumerations. In 1891 the House of Commons consisted 
of 215 members representing the Provinces as follows: Ontario 92, Quebec 
65, Nova Scotia 21, New Brunswick 16, Prince Edward Island 6, Manitoba 5, | 
British Columbia 6, North West Territories 4, This was a census year but 
instead of a redistribution bill being passed before going to the country, 
Carliament was dissolved, the issue being Reciprocity with the United States. 
{t was not until five years later that the country secured the benefits of the 
readjustment which was really due in 1891, 

The next census came in 1901, but a general election had been held the 
preceding year, but as the result of the previously delayed redistribution On- 
tarlo was entitled to only 86 members instead of 92, the three Maritime} 
Proyinees lost 8, while Manitoba doubled its quota from 5 to 10, the North 
West Territories from 4 to 11, and British Columbla added one, In 1905 
the new Provinces of Alberta and Saskatchewan were created, Saskatche-

While the figures of the census of 1911 were being tabulated, Recipro- 
city with the United States again became a live issue and an Agreement 
signed with the United States came before Parliament for ratification. 
Strong opposition developed in Bastern Canada andthe Opposition obstruct- 
ed and blockaded the passage of the bill. The Government thereupon ap- 
pealed to the country, and once again the West was deprived of its rightful 
representation on a question in which it was yitally interested, while the 
Hast was allowed a representation to which it was not justly entitled. 

War broke out in 1914 and by agreement the life of the Parliament 
elected in 1911 was extended and it was not until 1917, therefore that the 
people secured the benefits of the representation.tO which they were really | 
entitled in 1911, That long delayed readjustment further reduced On- 
tario’s representation to 82, a loss of 10 members in two decades; Nova 
Scotia dropped to 16, a loss of 5 in the same period; New Brunswick fell to 
11, a loss of 5; P.E.I. to 3, or only one-half what it had in 1891. On the 
other hand Manitoba increased to 15, or three times its representation in| 
1891; Saskatchewan got 16 and Alberta 12, as compared with 4 for the} 
N,W.T. in 1891; British Columbia was accorded 13 as compared with 6 in 
i891; and the Yukon was given one, 

In other words, although the membership of the House of Commons only 
increased from 215 in 1891 to 234 on the strength of the census of ee 
the representation west of the Great Lakes rose from 15 to 67, while the 
vepresentation east of the Great Lakes fell from 200 to 177. 

It is generally agreed, both East and West, that the same evolution |

Make The Most 
Of Apples 


BY LORETTO C. LYNCH 


An Acknowledged Expert in 
All Matters Pertaining to 
Household Management. 


With the first days of autumn, the 
marketer sees a glorious array of 
healthful apples. Apples are to the 
frult world what potatoes are among 
vegetables. Unlike most fruits, we 
do not readily tire of them. It be- 
hooves the housewife, therefore, to 
buy apples in quantity—such quantity 
as sho can conventently store. 

Pick out the best looking apples 
from among those you purchase, wash 
them thoroughly with a brush and 
warm water, dry and polish with soft 
paper. Pile these in your prettiest 
fruit dish. The’ kiddie will often 
pass by the candy box to pickle up and 
bite into an attractive apple. 

While nearly always apples in the 
raw are easily digested, it sometimes 
happens that in order to be more easy 
of digestion, they need to be cooked. 
There are innumerable recipes’ for 
cooking apples in various ways, but 
every housewife should be familiar 


; With at least three or four easy meth- 


ods of preparation without reference 
to her cook book,

Doing Serious Damage Among Big 
Trees In Stanley Park. 

Unless immediate action is taken, a 
large number of the immense trees 
{n Vancouver's famous Stanley Park 
are doomed, according to Professor 
John Davidson, of the University of 
British Columbia. In the course of 
his investigations, Prof. ,Davidson 
has discovered that the forest glants 
are being attacked by boring insects 
and by various fungi which will soon 
do immense damage unless checked. 
Some of the finest specimens are al- 


yweady doomed by the rhizomorphous 
of the devastating tree root rot 
(Agaricus Mellis) which, attacking 


the base of the tree, eats its“way be- 
tween the cortex and the wood, 
graduatly weakening the structure 
until the tree is unable to withstand} 
a severe gale, 

Many fine trees are being gradually 
starved to death because of the deep

How Long Will Silage Keep? 


Nebraska Farmer Found It Good After 
Eight Years. 

This question is often asked, but 
has never been definitely auswered. 
Most silo users find their ensilage 
gone all too soon and they are not so 
much interested in how long it can be 
kept as they are in how to make it 
hold out until the new crop. « 

The Kansas Station reports keeping 
silage for five years, and there are a 
large number of records where farm- 
ers have kept it for several years. A 
Nebraska farmer filled a 14 by 30-foot 
silo in the fall of 1911, putting in| 
fairly matured corn which would prob- 
ably yield about 45 bushels per acre. | 
The corn was in the early dent stage] 
with stalk and leaves still green, It | 
was cut to one-quarter inch and well] 
tramped in the silo by three men. He} 
contemplated buying a bunch of cat; 
tle and feeding during the winter. On 
account of an unfavorable market he 
did not buy the stock, and for a num- 
ber of years, for some reason, did not 
use the silage. 

In the fall of 1919 he purchased 
from his neighbors a bunch of feeding} 
cattle and opened his then eight-year- 
old silage. He was much surprised 
to find only a top layer of spoiled. sil- 
age. He started feeding this silage 
with alfalfa bay and a small amount 
of grain. He was interested to note 
that though many of the cattle had 
never tasted silage, they soon learned 
to eat it and proferred it to any other 
feed. He was also very much gratl- 
fied with the splendid progress made} 
by the feeders, They not only made 
good use of their food, but they show- 
ed excellent gains, Aiter the silage 
was fed out the cattle were marketed 
and brought a high price on the mar- 
ket, the buyers stating that they were

Simple Way To 
Grease a Wagon 


Method Described Has Been Used By

Grease 
your wheel, place your little board 


against the outside of the wheel, lift 
on the opposite side and-the board 
turns your wheel on. Grease the last 
front wheel in the same manner, and

A Growing Union 


Movement In Progress to Extend} 
Union of South Africa. 

The Union of South Africa, over 
which General Smuts presides, con- 
tains four provinces, but {s only a 
third larger than British Columbia, or 
two-thirds the area of Quebec, 
movement now in progress for the an- 
nexation of the colony of Rhodesia, 
at present administered by the British 
South Africa Company, would nearly 
double the area of the Union by add- 
ing 450,000 square miles to the 473,- 
000 now administered by the Union 
Government, It would add 1,500,000 
to the native population, with some 
40,000 Europeans, 

The Government of Mr. Smuts is 
also administering the former Ger- 
man protectorate of West Africa, an 
estate of 320,000 square miles, with a 
small European population and sev- 
eral hundred thousand natives, The 
number of the natives was greatly 
reduced, and some races nearly ex- 
terminated during the German occu- 
pation, General Smuts fs thus Hke- 
ly to have under his jurisdiction 1,200,- 
000 equare miles of territory, with a
